This  year  the  group  sang  carols  at  Luckey  Piatt's  at  Christmas  time,  enter- 
tained at  the  Association  concert  in  May  and  also  performed  at  Capping  and 
Graduation  exercises  in  June  and  the  Spring  Concert. 


Class  History 


It  was  a  bright,  clear  day  on  September  9,  1952,  when  thirty-three  young, 
eager  girls  entered  Vassar  Brothers'  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  to  embark 
on  their  chosen  profession.  We  were  met  by  our  "Big  Sisters,"  who  helped  us 
overcome  our  feeling  of  strangeness.  We  saw  many  new  faces,  whom  we  would 
soon  come  to  know  and  befriend. 

We  were  soon  in  the  midst  of  the  hustle  and  bustle  of  becoming  adjusted  to 
our  new  environment,  wearing  standard  uniforms,  attending  classes  in  professional 
training,  having  study  hours  after  class,  and  forsaking  dates  for  books.  The  first 
few  weeks  were  filled  with  anxiety  and  apprehension  about  going  on  the  wards 
and  taking  care  of  an  actual  patient  in  place  of  our  classroom  "ideal  patient,  Mrs. 
Chase."  It  was  not  long  after  that  we  were  exposed  to  the  actual  hospital  patient 
and  through  him,  we  learned  that  each  patient  was  an  individual  with  an  indi- 
vidual problem.  It  is  our  aim  to  so  equip  the  patient  that  he  can  return  to  his  society; 
and  to  prepare  ourselves  to  cope  with  arising  problems  and  emergencies  and  so 
anticipate  the  needs  of  the  patients  and  doctors. 

In  April  of  1952,  we  received  our  caps,  which  made  us  a  part  of  the  hospital, 
the  Freshmen.  It  was  at  this  time,  we  started  to  begin  our  activities  toward  our 
senior  year  and  graduation.  Our  fust  activity  was  the  sponsoring  of  a  Strawberry 
Festival,  which,  through  the  help  and  cooperation  of  our  friends  and  families,  was 
a  huge  success,  and  we  looked  forward  to  another  in  our  next  year. 

Affiliation  to  other  hospitals  were  part  of  our  junior  training  and  our  class 
separated  to  go  to  Hudson  River  State  Hospital  and  Babies  Hospital  in  New  York. 
We  were  working  afternoons  and  nights  at  this  time,  and  we  felt  a  sense  of  security 
about  us  as  we  tended  to  the  patient's  individual  needs,  organized  our  time  on 
duty,  and  saw  our  accomplishments  in  the  care  of  the  patient.  No  greater  joy  can 
one  experience  when  their  patient  responds  to  treatment  and  walks  out  of  the 
hospital,  going  home.  Our  Operating  Room  experience  was  included  in  our  Junior 
year  and  "You're  contaminated"  was  a  familiar  ring  in  our  ears.  Most  of  our  second 
year  was  spent  apart  from  our  classmates,  and  even  though  we  quickly  adjusted 
ourselves  to  the  new  surroundings  and  friends,  we  were  glad  to  be  back  at  Vassar 
again. 

And  then,  in  practically  no  time,  we  were  seniors  and  obtained  our  Blue 
Bands  for  our  caps— the  day  we  all  waited  for  and  worked  toward.  We  were  only 
eighteen  in  number  as  we  became  seniors,  and  our  hearts  and  thoughts  went  back 
to  1952  and  the  girls  who  had  come  and  gone.  But  there  was  much  to  be  accom- 


plished  and  work  to  be  done  toward  our  yearbook  and  graduation,  and  we  started 
to  put  our  ingenuity  to  work  to  obtain  funds  for  the  Yearbook.  We  sponsored  a 
few  Food  Sales,  a  Spaghetti  Supper  and  a  summer  play.  Our  second  Strawberry- 
Festival  again  was  a  refreshing  treat,  not  only  to  our  patrons,  but  to  our  class 
funds,  as  well.  We  were  exposed  to  more  specialized  services  and  we  had  a  broader 
outlook  as  to  what  we  were  going  to  practice  once  we  reached  the  height  of  our 
Ladder  of  Endeavor.  We  were  "Big  Sisters"  to  the  incoming  class  of  students  in 
1955,  which  gave  us  an  objective  in  guiding  them  beneficially,  and  we  sincerely 
hope  that  we  have. 

And  now  as  we  prepare  to  exchange  our  student  uniform  for  that  of  a 
graduate  uniform,  we  find  that  the  road  ahead  has  many  forks,  but  we  feel  confident 
that  we  will  be  able  to  provide  the  people  of  our  community  applied  skill  and 
experience  that  we  have  attained  through  the  beneficial  training  in  Vassar  Brothers 
Hospital.  We  cannot  help  but  feel  sad  at  the  thought  of  being  separtaed  from  our 
friends  of  long  standing.  No  matter  where  we  choose  to  travel  or  in  what  field 
we  choose  to  practice,  we  will  have  the  common  bond—  VBH  Cap  and  three 
leafed  clover  Pin.
